The above section Includes all
children between the ages of 9 and
16. And “all children between the
ages of 18 and 18 years must be in
school or legally employed, 1f em-
ployed, they must attend the part
time sthool,”" which shall bhe estab-
lished for such employed children.

And "any person, firm or corpora-
tion, employing a child betwean the
ager of 14 and 18 years shall permit
the attendance of such child upon
a part time school or class whenever
such part time school or class shall
| have been established in the distriet
where the child regides or may be
employed."

The time taken out for the part
time school “shall be counted as part
of the number of hours fixed for the
Jagal employment by federal or state
Inws."

The truant officer of the sehool
district shall be charged with the
responsibility of the enforcement of
the attendance wupon part time
schools and classes of children be-
tween theages of 14 and 18 years In
accordance with the terms of this
act, =

None of these regulations apply to
any person who has completed the
firat eight grades of the common
school course, but all other persons
are subject to its regulations, and
parents, gusrdians, and employers of
persons under 18 yeirs of age nsgked
to become familinr with the provis-
fons of tho law.

It there are fffteen persons be-
tween the ages of 14 und 18 years in
living In Ashlaind and who have not
completed the eighth grade, the
gehoal board will orginize a part
time school and. all such persons will
be réguired to attend this part lime
school not lesa than five hours per
week, The part time school is for
those who are legally employed; all
others between the ages of 14 and
18 years, must attend the regular
day sessions If they have not com-
pleted the first eight years of the
common school course,

A copy of the school census will
be furnished the suparintendent and
by law he is required to check the
list and report all persons who
ghould be in school and ere not, to
the truant officer, who is required
to proceed according to the provis-
fons of the compulsory educational
law, 'These are public duties put
upon the school officiuls, They are
not left free to set as they please
in thess matters, but must follow
out the rules and regulations as sot

“Against which foul corrupt fraud
nnd mallclous greediness there are
hoth many good laws and sundry or-
ders of late given to nll justices and
other publie officers to reform such
notable abhuses, and therefore wee
cannot but ehurge and command you
to canse diligent Inguisition to be
made in all parls of the country as
well a8 in towns, of such as do direet-
I¥ or indirectly thus buy or bargain;
and that you shall apprehend such,
and take from them such as they
shull unlawfully buy, and compel
them to revoke thelr wnlawful bur-
gulns, and to send up to us some of
the most notable offendera * * *
Wee do warn you all to have a gpe-
olul enre, not only with sharp repre-
hengion to seek to reform them, but
algo to certify us of their names, and
thereby to avold the just offence of
the inferlor sort, who eannot but be
grieved to see such corruption In
the better sort suffered without re-
straint."
